THE DEATH OK-N. G. HIGGINS. George 


A. Manning, Esq., Attorney at Law, Coeur 
d'Alcne City, VV. T., sends the WHIG the 
following account of the accident by 
•vbich Mr. Higgins lost his life, the letter 
being dated April 5th the day following 
the accident and before Mr. Higgins' body 
had been recovered : N. G. Higgins, 1'ate 
of your city, was drowned on the Coeur 
d'Alcne 
river, 
yesterday. 
He passed 


through this city March 14th, on his way 
to tlie mines, with the intention, as he in- 
formed me, of making investments If he 
found things favorable. Yesterday he, 
with about1 twenty other gentlemen, took 
passage on the little steamer Spokane, at 
Kingston, bound for this place. About 
half a mile below the to\Vn the steamer ran 
into a partially submerged tree and imme- 
diately capsized, when all hands were 
thrown into the water. Mr. Higgins,with 
four others, was drowned. 
His trunk 


was recovered which contained some val- 
uable papers, which are now in the hands 
of the authorities at Kingston.

The following officers were then elected :

THE MARRIAGE ENDOWMENT HL'SI- 


NESS. 


Statements of the Officers of the Association 


and of tbe Insurance Commissioners of 
Minnesota and Maine. 
We recently published as an item of lo- 


cal intelligence the current; report pre- 
viously published in the Minneapolis Tri- 
bune and Dther papers, and corroborated 
by statements made by certificate-holders 
In this city, that the "Single Men's En- 
dowment Association of Minnesota" had 
failed or collapsed. This association had 
issued a la-ge number of certificates in this 
city agreeing to pay members who should 
marry after two years from date of certifi- 
cate an endowment of one thousand or two 
thousand dollars, according to the certifi- 
cate taken out, the funds for pflying these 
marriage endowments to be obtained by 
assessment of members. Mr. A. H. Towle, 
who has been the recognized agent of the 
association in this city, has somewhat in- 
dignantly complained to us that the re- 
ports were unwarranted, but in response 
to our expression of willingness to publish 
any authoritative statement of facts he bus 
furnished us only a paragraph printed in 
the Minneapolis Tribune, of March 25th, 
which at lis request we copy as follows • 


President J. H. Critchett of the Single 


Men's Endowment Association, says the 
associatlot is corporated under the" same 
act as all assessment corporations organ- 
izen prior ;o 1885. 
If this association is 


not incorp arated, for the reason that it is 
not a benevolent enterprise, but one for 
pecuniary profit, then half the institutions 
of this State, not even excepting the Bank- 
ers'Life Association of Bt. Piiul, are in 
the same fx. 
"It 15 true,''said he, "our 


associatioc has been slow in making its as- 
sessments, but I believe we can eatch up, 
and a very laree majority of the members 
prefer to wait on the assoeiation, getting 
an increased endowment thereby, to com- 
pelling the association to puton a large as- 
sessment, thereby creating many forfeit- 
ures in membership and decreasing corre- 
spondingly the amount of endowment paid 
Ihe association can have an absolutely de- 
termined 1 ability only after assessment is 
made. Now there are, according to the 
books of this association, such claimants 
for the second half of certificates assessed 
for, 
some due, and some Dot yet due, in the 


total sum of 86,258.50. 
The association 


has absolute assets *.as follows: Money 
loaned to members on their certificates, 
$3,888.50; for money advanced to members 
on assessn: ents, $2,932.55; which leaves a 
surplus absolute in the hands of members 
of $502.55 


As the following offlcial letter from the 


President, dated a week later than the 
above, has since been received by Mr. 
Hathorn, Ihe agent of Mr. Towle, in this 
city, we publish It 4'so for general infor- 
mation :

MINNEAPOLIS, April 1. 


To the Members of the Single Men's En- 


dowment Association, 
Gentlemen: February 1st, 1887, I was 


elected President of this Association by 
Its Trustees, A. R. Shattuck, tbe former 
President, having resigned. 


A careful revision of the nooks show 


that there were at ithfit time on file In this 
office proDfs of one hundred and fifty- 
seven (167) marriages, for which no as- 
sessment has been made. March assess- 
ment care provided for six (6) of these. 
There we-e ten (101 proofs ttled in Feb- 
ruary, and two only in March, so that 
there are now on file one hundred and 
fifty-seven (157) proofs, many claims of 
which are long past due. 


Numerous members are becoming im- 


patient, and have put tbelr claims Into the 
hands of attorneys forgetting that this was 
a Co-operttlve Association, and that pay- 
ment of c aims depends only upon receipts 
for assessments, aiid that the officers were 
here only to promptly receive and dis- 
burse such monies. ! 


The attention of the Commissioner of 


Insurance having been called to the As- 
sociation by over-anxious claimants, he 
has caused a statement of Its resources 
and liabilities to bs prepared for him 
which shsws that If members 
would 


promptly pay amounts loaned them both 
upon tbeli certificates and to. pay their as- 
sessments, all liabilities could be at once 
paid, nnd a surplus left; but as many of 
the loans were made-wlth the understand- 
ing and consent of the former offlu« rs that 
the amour, t was to be deducted from the 
sum received wben the assessment should 
be made, the assets are not all available 
nn~tll such assessment Is made. lam there- 
fore advised to cause an assessment to be 
made for every proof unassessed for, or 
unpaid April ftt, 1887, which. If promptly, 
paid, will place us upon a sound footing 
and.lf hoi aid causes °3 ^° dissolve. I do
